Selected candidates will be appointed as cadets and will 
undergo one year s training at the National Defence Academy, 
On completion of this training , they will be required to under 
go further training in Ships / Establishments of the Indian 
Navy . 

The duration of the entire period of training ( including 1 
year at the Academy) will be 3 to 6 years depending upon 
the Branch of the Service to which a cadet is allocated , 

19 . During the period of their training Cadets of all the 
Branches are promoted to the rank of Midshipman and Acting 
Sub -Licutenant and in the case of Engineering and Electrical 
Branches they are also promoted to the rank of Sub -Lieutenant

20 . While at the National Defence Academy, Cadets will 
be subject to the discipline of the Academy.

21. While at the Academy, the cost of Cadets trainlog 
including books , upiform , accommodation , boarding and 
medical treatment will be borne by the Government but the 
Cadets will be expected to mcot their pocket expenses, The 
pocket expenses of Cadets are likely to be Rs. 40 por month . 
Where Cadets parents or guardians are unable to meet wholly 
or partly even this expenditure , financial assistance up to 
Rs. 40 . 00 p .m , may be granted by the Government provided 
no Cadet whose parent or guardian has an income of 
Rs. 350 .
